How Gakiialdi Looks. — An English paper 
gives tb» following description of Gen. Giri- 
baldi's personal appearance, at first eight, on 
board the steamship that had conveyed him 
to England: 

I was one of the first people on board, and 
after a few moments hesitation as to which 
way we should turn, in the wilderness of 
ay abs, Anglo-Indians, lady passengers, inva- 
lids, children and luggage, wherein we find 
ourselves, we hear that the General is in the 
saloon, and at once proceed thither.

they are severally invited to greet their old 
friend. The cabin is by this time full, and 
the natural eagerness of those yet outside is 
so far unallayed, when by a chauge ot po3i- 
-n I obtain my first glimpse of the General. 
I seated on bis couch, with a sling cigar- 
case nd courier's bag hung np overhead, 
is shaking hands warmly with "Friend Jo- 
seph Cowen," is asking alter the good town 
of Newcastle, and gracefully ackaowledging 
to all around the many kindnesses ho his re- 
ceived. Leaning un his walking stick, and 
limping slyhily, he proceeds, accompanied 
by all of us, to the cushioned seat at the end 
of the saloon. In truth a kingly looking 
an, some five feet eight inches in height, he 
broadly bnilt, and bis presence is pre-emi- 
nently commanding; he has a broad and lof- 
ty brow, soft and gentle eyes, which sparkle 
with humor and playfulness; a full-sized, 
well-shaped nose, a massive jaw, indicative 
of power, and a smile which a woman might 
envy. He wore light and thin trowscrs, 
smartly made, patent leather boots, a silver- 
gray garbedine with a scarlet lining or hood, 
and an embroidered emoking-cap, wuich 
looked as if it had been worked by some Uir 
admirer. A black silk handkerchief round 
his neck — of course no collar — and a light 
crimson bandsn* thrown loosely over lbs 
shoulders, completed a costama which, for 
piotnresquenpse, i". would bo difficult to equal. 
The imprecision produced on me was that i 
saw before me one who was 

"In strength a man, simplicity a child:" 
and as he gave his cordial and hearty greet- 
ing to each new and old friend who pressed 
forward to clasp him by the hand, it was im- 
possible to avoid tho conclusion that we were 
in the presence ot one eminently qualified by 
nature to sway a nation and Bccure its sym- 
pathies. In repose his countenance is lion- 
like in its gen'le gravity and conscious 
strength; when animated, it lights up in a 
way 1 can only compare to the effect of sun- 
shine upon an Already beautiful landscape. 
He understands English perfectly, buc ape us 
it with a slightly foreign accent; and it may 
interest some readers to know that ou my 
shaking hands with him we reciprocated 
' ~;ht heartily the peculiar grip only known to 
"Brcihien of the mystic tie."

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

The publication of the fact that the con- 
servative men of this county intended to hold a 
meeting here on yesterday, tor the purpose of 
appointing delegates to the State Convention 
to assemble at Louisville on the 25th, called 
together an immense nnmber of the citizens 
of this and adjoining counties.

He was for smiting 
from the face cf the country, all, bo h men, 
women, and children who an not balieve his 
abolitionism to be good Union doctrine — a 
tbirg I never will believe. He was, and 
is ft r.appljing the bayonet to those wboldo 
not vole for his abolition candidate next No- 
Tt tuner. He is for setting the niggers free as 
a means — in bis opinion — of suppressing the 
rt hellion I (?)

Tna Miethq Next Mosday. — The meet- 
ing of the Conservative Union D.-mocraiic 
party of the county of Fayette takes place at 
the court-house in this city on Monday next, 
and promises to be one of the largest and mist 
imposing ever held in tbe city. We have 
never known the county of Fayette as united 
in any political position as it is at this time 
in opposition to the Administration and its 
policy— a policy which has been fully tested 
and found to be utterly inefficient for the ends

The time has now arrived when we may 
judge confidently of the prospects of the frui't 

crop for the present year, and in the redemp- 
tion of my promise to that effect, I now prj- 
ceed to give you the result of close observation 

at home, corroborated by interchange of ODin- 

ion with other frnit growers in the vicinity. 

In cherries, with slight exceptions, we shall 
bave nene other than Morellos and Karly 

Richmond. Of pears, between one-fourth and 
one-third of a crop (Bartlett's and Seckel's, 

both killed). Of apples, the crop bids fair to 
be equal two-thirds of an average. Of grapes, 

I incline to think the promise for a fair crop 
just now is flattering — Delaware, Oencord, 
and Borne others have passed through the 
winter uninjured; Catawba and Isabellas 
are showing forth a plenty of fruit buls 
for a good crop, notwiths'andiug so many 
bnds appeared to be killed. Cirrants 
raspberries, and gooseberries seem not to 
bave been affected by the winter, but apri- 
cot?, ploms, and peaches are pretty generally 
cut off this year, and tho peach crop in a man- 
ner 1 do not recollect to have observed before. 
On the 1st of May, when, even during this 
late spring, the tret 3 ought to be clothed in 
green, the branches at a distance in the whole 
orchard appeer as naked as in mid winter. 
The young bush-wood is entirely killed, 
whilst the larger branches are putting forth 
new shoots with a vigor which, with proper 
excision of the dead wood, will secure as good 
bearing branches as ever for another crop 
where tho trees are healthy and the bodies 
unaffected. There are some peculiarities about 
the injuries inflicted npon fruit-trees by the 
ection of cold not unworthy the attention of 
the cultivator. On at least two occasions — 
and I think more — since 1S40, the cherry, 
apricot, and plum and peach-trec3 have 
been partially killed, whilst surviving 
trees have 'onr- <Vuit the same year, convey- 
ing tbe impression that tbe tree was more 
easily killed than the fruit. Now, however, 
whilst heart cherries and plums are mostly 
killed in tbe bnd, and peaches and ODricoU en- 
tirely cut off, plum trees are unhurt, giving 
rise to an impression that the tree is capable 
of standing more cold than the frnit bud, o<-, 
in otber words, the largo branches can stand 
more cold than the small ones. My solution 
of the difficulty, which is offered to the craft 
for what it is worth, is this, that cold acts up- 
on living bodies in one of two ways, by its 
intensity or its duration, that moderate cold, 
long continued, may so expand the circulat- 
ing fluids in the bodies or large branches of 
frnit trees as to disrupt the parts and suocrin- 
duce death (as I have several different 
years seen the bark of apricots and 
plums split down and separated froai 
ihe wood after being subjected to the 
influence of a spell of zero weather 
lasting for many days in succession), or that 
intense cold like tbat of la3t New Year's day, 
driven through the air by such a hurricane 
as Wis ever appjying fresh hyperborean 
icinces lo the Email branches and fruit buds, 
would, like a sirocco, scorch these to death, 
even though it should not remain long enough 
to f ffect the larger brunches. 

In conclusion, Messrs. Editors, I am tempt- 
ed to say a word in favor of the season which 
too many of us are abusing as tbe most back- 
ward an! unpropiticus known to the "oldest 
inhabitant." I may premise that we must 
first bave> a standard of comparison before de- 
termining whether any season is early or late, 
bLd ii we take active growth of the winter 
f-rains and grasses, together with the bloom- 
ing of fruit trees, ss evidence of the date 
when the growing ssa3on commences, it 
would appear, from registered sta'emenu re- 
dtced to a mean, that the middle of April 
<•'.} V to bo reckoned a normal season — 
timliirg our present one about ten days later 
than ought to be the average of our climate. 
In the last twenty-five years twosoaaons have 
occurred something later loan the pre3ont — 
1S43 and 1857. In 1843 tbe ground was cov- 
ered with ice and snow as late as thi 2Gth of 
Mhich, wben April, with a genial temperature 
averaging 55)£, brought out ective growth a 
little before tbe 1st of May. In 1857, Februa- 
ry and March were comparatively warm; 
Fibiuary b" above an average, yot April, 
with a mean temperature 13° 3' (the coldest 
Apiil in twenty-five years and 13" below an 
avem,~e), was unable to bring out active 
growth ouiing the wlivda month; so that the 
Moesomii g of fruit trees ('hat 13, the impreg- 
nation and subsequent dropping of petal*) did 
not cccui until May, making this the laten 
season cf cur locality. Yet again orchardi« s 
in entering charges against '"cold saapr" for 
the losses and discomforts they brin? should 
rtn.mbcr that there ought also to be a 
credit siie to the account. F.very tribe of cat- 
erpillars infesting the orchard whoso eggs are 
deposited on the yeuog shoots to hybernate, 
wiil be so nearly exterminated as to be harm- 
less for several years to come, and missletoe, 
whicb, beside taking the forest, would in time, 
piove a great trouble in the orchard, is de- 
stroyed by every severe cold spell; and I have 
reason to believe also tbat those fungus 
parasites which injure the leaf of the apple 
and pear and blotch and deform tho surface of 
the apple will suffer as the missletoe from cold, 
acd tbat we may again hope to see the win- 
ter pearmain and belleflower what they were 
before the coming of ' black spot," the pride 
of the orch ard. L. Y.

A mong 
the publications recently offered for st'.e at 
the fair, was a letter to Dr. Henry Halford 
Jones Editor of the Wintertown Democrat, 
by Carl Benson. This was designed as a se- 
vere leview of Dr. Holland, of the Spring- 
field Republican, author of various readable 
books. The reviewer in this case, however, 
exposes himself to lharp caatigation by a 
ridiculous assumption of the superiority of 
bis own English education and cnltivation. 
He receives the deserved lashing from a writer 
in the Hartford Pref3. We extract a portion 
of the article, which is amusing, as showing 
the origin of some familiar words, while it is 
tolerably plain that this Mr. Carl Benson is 
"rather at sea" in English philology, and 
needs to take lessons from this writer, who is 
evidently "at home: 1 

The comments on the "Lettars of the 
JoneECs" are amusing, occasionally spirited, 
sometimes just; and would be worthy of 
consideration by Mr. Titcomb himself, if pre- 
sented in a less exceptionable manner. Bat 
through them all, disagreeably — we had al- 
most said disgustingly — prominent appears 
the intense self-conceit of the writer, who (to 
use his own euphemism) on every page writes 
himself down, with tbe precision ot a Deg- 
berry, "a certain quadrilateral monosyllable 
beginning with S; and who seems to take 
honest pride in a display of literary pnpDyism 
tbat continually suggests the addition of an O 
to his nom de guerre of Carl. 

On Dr. Holland's "slang, — "local and pro- 
vincial" clang— hi2 critic is especially severe. 
He is "mystified and sore perplexed 1 ' by the 
mention of a "faultless die/cu" — and calls jm- 
ploringly on all lexicographers "from John- 
son down to that lamentable Webstr r," to en- 
lighten his ignorance. If a line addres3ed to 
his college wash- woman should fail to obtain 
the desired information ( which is hardly prob- 
able) he may find it, with small trouble, in 
Grose's "Classical Dictionary of the Vulgar 
Tongue"— and learn that ' dicky" or "dickey," 
is provincial Jiritish tor "a shirt front." Du- 
caiige Anglicus, from the not un-ariatocratic 
press of Qaarich (2d ed., London, 1859.) will 
tell bim that the word does not belong "local- 
ly or provincially" to New England, but it is 
in "general nse" in England. And it would 
seem that a graduate of firo universities might 
have succeeded, withouttoo laborious research, 
in tracing the vulgar "dickey," though "dick." 
a leather spron, and bid, worn by poor chil- 
dren in the north of England" (Halliwcll), 
and the verb "to deck" — in northern pronun- 
ciation "to dick" — to the Anglo Stxon Thee 
an, and German deck tn, "to cover, to clothe, 
vestire." 

So, too, of the word "vest," as the name of 
a garment which Englishmen, as Carl sug- 
gests, tall "waistcoat," and (as he might have 
added) pronounce "veskitt." It is not, pri- 
marily, an Americanism, and it is not e!ai/. 
Tbe first English dictionary which we open, 
(Bailey's 23d edition, London, 1773), gives 
" Vest; a waittcoat," but does not admit 
"waistcoat'' to a place in the vocabulary. 
The Americans bave retained the nse of the 
0/0! word — respectable by its antecedents and 
asociations; the British havo adapted the 
new — formerly applied to a woman's upper 
and outer garment; and et.ymologically inap- 
plicable to a man's inntr on*. Who but a 
cockney, natural or artificial, would venlnre 
to pronounce tbe former local or provincial 
slang, and find the latter unexceptionable? 

Ita"(.»rcfiE3ed moralist" should refrain from 
the use of slang — which we are very ready to 
admit — :e the "arbiter elegantiic" (Mr. Bei- 
soe writts "elegan tt'um," which is perhaps 
qnitc as good in its place) nnder less obliga- 
tion to eschew it? Or if slang must bo intro- 
duced to enliven a dull page or point a doubt- 
ful joke, ia there any good reason for givio* 
tbe British article a marked preference to that 
of American manufacture? Carl Benson, 
while ce.nticuBly avoiding 'New Eogland 
collcquialism?," sprinkles bis pages somewhat 
thickly with such beauties of "the vulgar 
tongue" as are to be picked up in Engl sh col- 
1- ges, English prize-rings, English race-courses, 
and English pot-houses, aud are possioly to 
be found on the pages of "Sulky beloved of 
Wilkes" (whom;C. B. tenderly apostrophize), 
but for the most pArt bave no place in the 
standard dictionaries. Su:h, for example, are 
a man's outward get up, and "got np, in 
stedy black" "considerably pink rose," "a 
very pay profession," "a man who is np to 
the working," "others who are particularly 
at sea," or "ra'her at sea when they overstep 
the limitBof their profession," people who ' sit 
a moral bobby so very straight so a3 almost 
to truch its tail," "screw" for miser, "bonoc- 
irg" for lying, "a good blowing up" for a 
scolding, "talking Ehop" and "shoppy," "a 
tolerable sprinkling of business men," &c.

Sunday night tho large and extensive dis- 
tillery ot Mr. Martin Spencer, Biluated in the 
same neighborhoo 1, was also fired by incendi- 
aries and completely destroyed. Loss abont 
$5 000. No insurance. 

Monday cii.ht a baneT of marauders and 
horse tbieveB went to tbe residence of Mr. 
George Hall, wbo lives from four or five miles 
distent from where tbe other outrages wore 
committed, and stole two or three fine dorses. 

Thus bave the old state of affairs co arneac- 
ed in eaineE', and unlsss sometoing is done, 
and tbat ipeedily, to pat down these outlaws, 
we shall soon have nnother reign of terror in- 
augurated, equalling,* if not'snrpassiug, that 
which swept over this country last summer 
and fall, when the border papers were filled 
wilh accounts ot the outrages by the column. 

A Man Shot. — Peter Davis, formerly a Lieu- 
tenant in Captain Jamc-3 Brlcrly's compaay of 
militia, a.d who got intoa difficulty at Baston 
some time since, and fled into Kansas, re- 
turned yesterday, and meeting Mr. Thomo3oa 
Kelly, a loyal and respectable farmer of this 
coun'y, tried to pick a quarrel with him, but 
did cot succeed. 

When Mr. Ktlly started home, Davis fol- 
lowed bim and overtaking him a mile or two 
from town shot him without provocation, the 
bell taking effect in bis month, knocking out 
all of bis teeth on one side, and producing a 
fiigbtlul but not dangerous wound. Mr. Kel- 
ly was brought beck to town by one or two ot 
his brothers, who were with him, and is now 
at the Avenue House. 

As soon ts Davis shot ho wheeled bis horse, 
doefced back to town and crossed the river im- 
mediately. As soon as ihe brothers Kelly ar- 
rived, policeman Pickett wus sent in pursuit 
of tiif GCcpeiado, but on arriving in M'. wood 
be could not get a horse for either love or 
money, nod being on foot and Davis having 
t« o hours the start of bim, he was forced to 
give up tbe pursuit and return.

;Extraobmnaby Powib of RxsiSTisr, 
Heat.— The power of superior animals, and 
especially of man, to resist bigh degrees of 
temperature, is Tery extraordinary, and was 
at Bnt discovered by accident in tbe following 
manner: 

It is well known that the natural tempera- 
ture in tbia country is not far from 96- Fahr. 
But Dr. Fordyce, formerly physician to St. 
Thomas's hospital. London, wtnt into a room 
heated to 120 c , where he remained twenty 
minutes, and afterwards into a room heated 
to 130°, and remained fifteen minutes, while 
the thermometer in his hand rose only to 100° 
Sir Joseph Banks, Dr. Solander, and Sir 
Charles Biagden remained several minutes in 
a room heated to between 196° and 211°, the 
temperature at which water boils, and' the 
latter of the above gentlemen remained eight 
minutes in a room heated to 220°. We have 
accounts of a young female at Rochefbncault, 
who was in the habit of staying ten and 
twelve minutes at a time in an oven heated to 
276°, and Tillet and Dnhamel informs us that 
tbey bore a heat of 299° for nearly five min- 
utes. 

Chantry, the sculptor, often etitered his fur- 
nace, when heated for drying his mould to 
320°, and his workmen did the same with 'im- 
punity when the thermometer was up to 340°. 

A dog of moderate size was subjected to a 
beat of 120"— 30 minutes the heat was 230 
On being taken out, the bottom of the basket 
was wot with saliva. By the same heat, beef- 
steaks were cooked in 30 minutes, and in 20 
eggs were roasted hard. 

Most of onr readers have probably heard of 
Mons. Chanbert the "fire king," and who, as 
is stated by Dr. Duaglinson, entered an oven 
yi hen the heat was raised above 400°, 

And we find the living body possessed also 
of the same power to generate caloric. We 
bave seen tbat its natural temperature is'about 
66°; but in the account of Capt. Parry's voy- 
age to the Artie seas we are told that his 
crew wsre frequently exposed to a tempera- 
ture of 50 J below zero, and 150° below that of 
their own bodies, without being frozen I 

In the year 17 Co, at Rochefoucault, Mons. 
du Hamel and Tillet, having occasion to use a 
large public oven on the same day on whish 
bread bad been baked in it, wished to ascer- 
tain wilh precision its degree of temperature. 
Being at a lc33 bow to proceed, a girl, one of 
attendants on the oven, offered to enter, and 
niaik wilh a pencil the hight a( which the 
thermometer stood within the oven. The girl 
smiled at Mr. Tillet's surprise at this proposi- 
tion, end, entering tbe oven, marked tbe 
thermometer as standing at 260° of Fahren- 
heit's scale. 

Tbe female salamander assuring Mr. Tillet, 
wbo pressed her to return, tbat she felt no in- 
convenience from her situation, she remained 
ten minutes longer, tbe thermometer then 
Blending at 288°, or 76° above boiling water- 
wben she came out her complexion was con- 
siderably heightened, but her respirations by 
no means quick or laborious. This was nicer- 
wards made tbe subject of accurate and deci- 
sive experiments by Sir Charles Biagden, Dr. 
Fcrdycc, and others. Dr. Biagden entered a 
room, heated by flues in the floor, when the 
thermometer indicated a heat above that of 
boiling water. The first impression of this 
heated sir upon his body was exceedingly dis- 
agreeable, but in a few minutes ail uneasiness 
was rtmovkd by tbe breaking out of a sweat. 
At the end of ten minutes be left the room 
much fat : cod, but not otherwise disordered. 
The thi nometer had risen to 220°. In 
other er riments it was found tbat a heat 
even 1 I 260° could be borne with tole- 
rable 1 .:Be. A t these high temperatures, every 
piece of metal about tbe bodieB of the experi- 
menters became intolerably hot; small quan- 
tities ot water placed in metallic vessels im- 
mediately boiled; eggs placed upon a frame 
were roasted bard in twenty minutes, and a 
beefsteak was overdone in thirty. three min- 
ute,. Notwithstanding the great degree of 
heat to which the experimenters were ex- 
posed, ihe temperature of their bodies were not 
raised. Animals are also capable of living in 
temperatuie of extraordinary elevation, even 
in ttedenee medium of water. In the ther- 
mal springs of Bohemia, in Brazil, small 
fishtl were seen swimming in a rivulet that 
rises the thermometer to 8S°, and fijh have 
been fonnd existing in a hot spring at the 
Manillas at 158°. The power of resisting 
temperature belongs almost in un equal degree 
to tne vegetable world. 

A (treat excitement was created in Cleve- 
land a few days ago, by tho accidental discov- 
ery cf a large amount of Mexican coin in the 
river channel, at a point where workmen are 
ejigeged in deepening it. On investigation 
the coin wes found to be counterfeit, having 
been buried by forgers years ago. The finders 
ire mediately became unhappy. 

The Circuit Court of New Haven has deci- 
ded Ibat a merchant tailor, who takes meas- 
ures, and puts out work to be made, is a man- 
ufacturer, within the meaning of the United 
States law taxing that class of persons. 

The sash and blind factory of Messrs. Dow 
& Jerrold at Littleton, New Hampshire, was 
totally destroyed by fire on Tuesday morning. 
Loss $5000, with no insurance. 

A certain picture, representing horses in a 
rreadow, at the Paris Exhibition, is much 
lsnghed at because one of tbe horse! is lilac 
color, tbe other squints, and the third has 
five legs. 

Avery singufar and fatal disease has an- 
prared in Weybridge, Vt., which bafllea the 
skill of physicians. It commencrs in the lim>, 
and advances rapidly through the spine to the 
bruin, when severe spasms and death rapidly 
follow. 

One hundred and fifty watches per day, or 
one e very four minutes, are now turned out at 
the Waliham watch-factory. When the con- 
templated addition to the company's works is 
completed, about double the present number 
of bands — about five hundred and fifty— wiil 
be employed. 

A little green worm, eo small as to be 
Ecaroely visible to tbe naked eye, is working 
mischief with fruit trees near Springfield, 
Mas:echu£etts, in many cases completely 
blasting tbe buds. A man who is experienced 
in horticulture has tried the experiment of 
washing the trunks of his tree3 with a solu- 
tion of tobacco, and finds it is death to tbe 
worms. 

A vessel arrived at Portland one day lost 
week with 5,000 pounds of bullibut, caught 
on La Have Banks, N. S , and s»ld there at 
wholesale tor 14 cents per pound, netting the 
fishermen $700. 

A New York paper compiles a list of twen- 
ty-nine leading articles of farm produce which 
slow an average rise of 98 per cent, while 
gold bad risen only 70 per cent. It also gives 
a list rf sixteen leading wticles which have 
ristn 130 percent. 

Onr newspsper strategists talk a great deal 
about the objective points of tbe campaign.

Tub Scibftipio ExpxmTios to Palestife. 
The London Atherioam eays that letters datod 
February 21 bave been received from Rav. H. 
B. Tristram, bead of the scientific expedition 
now in Palestine. The party was then start- 
ing from Jerusalem to Nizar?'.h, with the in- 
Untion of crossing toe Jordin, thence into 
Gilead and Bashan, and the eastern side of tho 
Dead Sea; a promising arrangement having 
been made with Aguil Aga and with the 
Sheikhs of the Beni Sakr and Adanaa Arabs, 
flitheito the jomney has been almost perfect- 
ly successful, the great object of pa«sia? along 
the western shore of the Dead Sea, f. oai nortii 
to Bouth, having been, for the first time, fully 
ac omplisted. 

All previous" travellers have boa compelloJ 
to tr.ke to the heights between R13 Feshkah' 
and Ain Jidy ; L"t Mr. Tristram, by di'regarl- 
ing the warning of Abou Dahoi:k, and by 
judicious obstinacy, succeeded in carrying 
»is point; forcing h e way through the cane- 
brakes, and over the precip:tou3 ledges and 
boulders which occujy the shore lit*. Ho 
reached Ain Jidy in safety, and with compar- 
atively little inconvenience. Farther aouth 
tbo party thoiougbly explored Mtssada, the 
Salt Mountain of Jebel Tadum, with its Wady 
Mahawatat its back ( probably for tha first 
time), and reached tbe tthor es Sufieh, on the 
way to theLisan (Ihe peninsula on the east- 
ern side of tbe lake). Hero they were com- 
pelled to retreat before a large party of Arabs 
irom Petra, who had made an incnroioll oa 
the Safieh only tbe day before the party 
reached it, bad burnt a village, and had killed 
several of the people. In the face of these 
savages Mr. Triitram did not think it prudent 
to persevere. Thev therefore turned back to 
tbe mouth of the Wady Zaweirah. 

From the Wady Xuweirah the party mount- 
ed into the wilderness of Judah— a veritable 
desert, of the barest and most repulsive char- 
acter—and thence by way of Sjdeid and E! 
Milh, reached the wells of Boor3he'oa oa the 
3d of February. Herp, however, they were 
not able to remain more than ono day, for a 
Turkish forco was plundering the country a 
few miles to the north, under the pretence of 
enforcing the conscription, and two fights 
took place, which threw the whole district 
into confusion. Under these circumstance*, 
Mr. Tristam set out northward, and passing 
by Hhora, Atiir, Kurmul, and /.if, reached 
Hebron on the night of the Cth and Jerusa- 
lem on the 10th of Februarv. Ths change 
from the utter desolation of tbe steep hiils of 
tbe desert of Judah to the gentle undula- 
tions, clothed with herbage of tha 'South 
Country," and again to the elaborate cul- 
tivation of the hill country of Julab 
was very striking. Regular thermometries*, 
barometrical, and hygronietrical observations 
were kept, with instruments famished by 
Negretti k Zambra, under the advice of Mr. 
Glaishcr. Some topographical notes of value 
appear to have been made on the s'aoro Una 
ot the Dead Sea, proving considerable incor- 
rectness in tbe present maps. The geological 
observations round the lake are of p .rticular 
interest. Not to forestall Mr. Tristram's de- 
tailed account, it may be s aid that, excapt ona 
rocsible cose in the Wady Mahawat, no single 
trace of iirneons action was met w ith along 
the whole of the distance traversed. The ba- 
saltic ridges and lava pebbles so freely recog- 
nized by some former travellers turn out to be 
ridges and rolled stones of black flint, strong- 
ly impregnated wilh iron oxide; the craters 
to be basins ecoopad out probably by the ac- 
tion of extinct waterfalls. 

The interesting fact of parallel beaches along 
the shore, indicating the subsidence of the 
lake, is more than confirmed by Mr. Tristram, 
who observed as many as eight terraces ona 
above tbe other. The peninsula is composed 
of ihe same post-tertiary marl which occurs in 
such abundance all along the coast. Abund- 
ance of specimens of fossils, rocks, water, wore 
collected, and many ot them hive already 
reached England in safety. But the strong 
loin 01 the expedition is its zoology and bot- 
any; and in ooih these departments the 
amount of success has been very cheering. 
Ni.merous specimens have beeu obtained, no; 
only of known species, but ef several hitherto 
euiiiely unknown.

t&""The authorization of the Secretary of 
War for the enlistment of ten thousand S:&te 
troops for a six months' period of service pre- 
sents an opportunity for Kentucky to repel 
the calumnies which have been so freely ut- 
tered by the radicals as to her lukewarmne3S 
in filling her quota. We have heretofore 
ehown the malignity and ignorance of such 
assertions, which are triumphantly refuted by 
the last report of Adjutant-General John 
Borle, which recorded the gratifying fact that 
about one-half of the entire enrolled militia 
Df the State had enlisted, while, Bince the date 
of the statistics embodied in that report, sev- 
eral thousand additional volunteers have been 
added to the aggregate. On the 1st of Sep- 
tember last, the number of citizens subject to 
military duty, according to the returns made 
to the county clerks.was 119,577, and the mus- 
ter rolls of our various State organizations 
have ehown that 5 1,902 had joined the serricr. 
The militia organization of the State shou'd 
now be energetically perfected, and one com- 
pany from each Representative district of the 
State will furnish the hundred compa- 
nies to constitute the required ten regiments. 
But as there are some counties which have had 
their fighting element entirely exhausted, and 
a few others cannot be reached by the Federal 
enrolling officers, it will be necessary that a 
larger relative proportion should be raised in 
more favored localities. Thus the city of 
Louisvillo and Jefferson county, instead of the 
five companies, can readily furnish three reg- 
iments, while Henry, Oldbam, and Owen 
ought to furnish another; indeed we think that 
the whole ten regiments might be drawn from 
the counties bordering on the Ohio river where 
agricultural labor can be more readily sup- 
plied than in the interior, and this arrange- 
ment will enable our farmers to till their crops 
■while others prepare to fulfil those duties 
which aienow keeping so many veteran reg- 
iments from the front. We have noticed 
•within the past fortnight that the number of 
officers and men who heretofore appeared as 
loungers about our city have sensibly de- 
creased, and we can see no good reason why, 
-within the present month, every man should 
not be sent forward, and the post and provost 
duties and the guarding of the railroad lines 
of communication left to the six months' men 
to be raised under the late order of the War 
Department. 

Adjutant-General John Boyle wishes to 
complete the organization of these ten thou- 
sand six months' men in thirty days, and will 
leceive companies and individuals. It seems 
to us that now is the time to call out the State 
militia and to carry into effect the provisions 
of the act of our Legislature, which author- 
izes the Governor to raise five thousand men. 
Let ns have his proclamation for the mu3ter 
of the Kentucky militia, and its appearance 
will be the signal for the assemblage of the 
yeomanry of Kentucky, as the fiery cross when 
sped by Malise among the Highland elms 
of Roderick Dhu summoned to Lanick Mead 
every trusty warrior from the mountains and 
the vallies. That proclamation will set in ac- 
tive motion the machinery of the State Guard 
Law, by ijhich some sixty to sixty-five thou- 
sand militia men will be ready for ser- 
vice, and from these let Gov. Bramlcttc select 
ten thousand for THE KENTUCKY LEGION, 
end offer them to the President armed and 
equipped as far as the resources of the State 
■will go for that purpose. We have the most 
unbounded confidence that the call of Gover- 
nor Biamlette would gather to the orifiamme 
of Kentucky all the available war ma- 
terial of the State. We cannot see the 
expediency of calling for volunteers, when 
we have our enrolled militia, which can be 
organized in one week, for nearly every coun- 
ty has its Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel al- 
ready in commission, and they can give 
activity to the whole movement and ener- 
gize the proceedings of the subaltern officers. 
Let us have the call npon our State militia, 
then, for we want the response of Kentucky to 
be written upon the records of her history; 
we want the infamous slanders against 
htr integrity to be drowned in the wild 
shouts of our gatheriog warriors. We want 
the brave old banner to be flung to the spring 
bretze with the legend of our State embla- 
zoned on its field in its golden truth, "United 
we stand, divided we fall!" We want Ken- 
tucky again to reassert her unfaltering loy- 
alty and silence the voice of infamous detrac- 
tion. We want to tell the country that the 
Kentucky Legion of ten thousand men is 
ready for any service it may be called upon 
to perform. 

peff^lt is suggested by a New York contem- 
porary that the whole tribe of "doorkeepers" 
in Washington who are able-bodied be sent 
into the army and their places supplied by 
disabled soldiers. It is well remarked that 
the doorkeeper is an institution in Washing- 
ton; he and his species, of which the messen- 
ger must be held as a variety, fill the halls 
and lobbies; you run against them at every 
turn; if you are decently dressed and have 
an air of business, they are polite and consid- 
erate, for you may have a vote, or some kind 
of influence. But what strikes the observer 
particularly is, that these servitors are, almost 
■without exception, 6tout, vigorous, able- 
bodied men. Amongst all the servants of 
Congress there are not more than two 
or three maimed men;. if the Government 
should draft the able-bodied persons act- 
ing as doorkeepers, doorkeepers' assist- 
ants, messengers, and in other like capa- 
cities, for Congress and the departments, 
it might easily raise a regiment of men, 
•whoee present places eould be and ought to 
be filled by maimed and disabled soldiers. 
Something of this kind ought to be done at 
once. A man who has fought for Lis country, 
Bnd lost a limb in battle, has a claim npon 
such places as these we have mentioned— a 
claim which no Congressman or chief of de- 
partment or bureau would deny ; and the lusty 
fellows who are now wasting their strength 
in these idle tasks ought to be sent to the 
front.

f^-We have had occasion in another 
tide this Morning to urge the immediate call- 
in* out of our enrolled militia. Since it wts 
written we have seen a special order from In- 
g >ector-General D. W. Lindsey, of thu State 
Gaard, which shows what admirable service 
miy be expected from that organization when- 
ever it is called into service. Gen. Lindsey 
states that in February last the vigilant Col. 
G»Hup, of the 14th infantry, who was com- 
manding in East Kentucky, anticipating a 
rebel raid when the roads became passable, 
asked permission to have the assistance of the 
enrolled militia in case of necessity, which re- 
quest was accorded. On the "th ult., Col. 
Gallup' a anticipations were realized by a rebel 
invasion of Pike county, when he called upon 
the enrolled militia of Lawrence county, 68th 
regiment, under Col. Thomas McKinster, and 
the response was prompt and cheerful. With 
their aid in one week the rebels were com- 
pletely routed and driven from the State, 
and Col. Gallup in his report says this 
could not have been accomplished with- 
out the assistance of the militia. Law- 
rence county is reported as having 
1,111 enrolled militia and of these 561 volun- 
teers have been sent to the United States 
army. The entire aggregate of the State en- 
rolled militia is 119,577, and of the volun- 
teers in service 54,902; so that Lawrence 
county shows fairly the present relative 
strength of our militia. When the recreant 
George 15. Hodge entered Pike county he was 
met and defeated, and we believe that in most 
sections of the State a small nucleus of Fed- 
eral force, around which the militia, incases of 
need, could concentrate, would always hive 
the same result. Inspector-General Lindsey 
has a proper appreciation of the importance of 
this action, and in his order he commends, in 
terms of deserved praise, the energy, bravery, 
and patriotism of the officers and men of the 
68th Regiment Kentucky Militia, for the as- 
sistance they rendered in defending the State, 
and by their prompt action enabling the au- 
thorities to strike a blow that will long be re- 
membered by Hodge's brigade. Gen. Lindsey 
also takes the occasion to commend their 
gallant example to the entire militia 
of the State, as demonstrating the utility 
of the work he has been urging forward for 
several months, and which he hopes will as- 
sist in overcoming the factious opposition 
with which his efforts to organize the State 
have been met. "Let the true spirit of Ken- 
tucky," says the General, "be infused into the 
militia organization throughout the State, and 
we will soon rid ourselves of the maraud- 
ing bonds of horse-thieves and plunderers that 
have been preying upon us since the begin- 
ning of the war." Of this there can be no 
doubt. Our readers will remember a recent 
exploit by Colonel Sebastian C. Yick, of the 
Muhlenburg county milita, and the check 
which they gave to the rebel marauders. We 
are gratified to see that Gov. Bramlette, as 
an appreciation of the meritorious conduct of 
ihe CSth Kentucky militia, has directed In- 
spector-General Lindsey to distribute copies 
of his congratulatory order to all the Colonels 
ot the enrolled militia. This will prove 
another incentive to a prompt response, should 
the Governor call upon them according to 
our suggestions, made elsewhere this morning. 
The more we reflectupon the subject the more 
firmly are we impressed with the belief that 
a general muster of the State Guard would be 
the most effective way to put Kentucky in a 
perfect state of defence, and enable her to re- 
spond promptly to all the calls of the General 
Government This universal muster would 
bring home to the people a realization of the 
fact that we are engaged in a terrible war, and 
that every energy must be exerted to put it 
down by crushing out the unhely spirit of re- 
bellion. Wearesurroundedbysomany of the 
comfortB of peace, and by God's blessing the 
th th tre of war has been so far removed from our 
immediate homes, that we have grown supine 
and careless. The roll of the drum and the 
echo of the bugle are necessary to recall us 
to a proper consideration of our position and 
our duties, and a muster of the State Guard 
will accomplish it.

Another Naval Officer Diad. — Commo- 
dore Wm. David Porter, brother of Rear Ad- 
miral D. D. Porter, and Bon of the celebrated 
Commodore David Porter of Essex famo, died 
in New York last Sunday. He was born at 
the time his father was in command at New 
Orleans; was fifty years of age, a dashing of- 
ficer, and at the time of his death was wait- 
ing orders. He entered the naval service in 
1821, when he was but seven years of age, 
and was appointed midshipman in UA He 
served on the ships Brandywine, Guerriere, 
Natchfz,Grampus, Experiment, United States, 
and Mississippi. In 1849 he commanded the 
Erie, and in 1S"»0 the iVaterwitch. In 1859 he 
commanded tho sloop St. Mary'?, and in 1361 
he wes ordered to St, Louis, Mo., where he 
modelled his famous iron-clad Essex, and suc- 
cessfully commanded her till August 12, 1882. 
The Commodore has participated in the fol- 
lowing engagements: Mexican war, 1846 47; 
Panama riot, I860; engaged and disabled four 
rebel gunboats at Lucas Bend, Mississippi 
river, January 11, 1862; at Fort Henry, Feb. 
6, 1862; attacked the ram Arkansas and fjrts 
at Vicksburg, July 22, 1862; Baton Rouge, 
August 5, 1SC2; ram Arkansas, August 6, 
1862; bombarded Natchez, Sept. 2, 1862; at- 
tacked Vicksburg batteries, Sept. 5, 1862; 
Port Hudson, Sept. 7, 1862. He was appoint- 
ed a midshipman January 1, 1823; Acting 
Master, March 10, 1830; Passed Midshipman, 
March 23, 1820; Lieutenant, December 31, 
1833; Commander, January 6, 1859; Commo- 
dore, August 4, 1863. He was wounded at 
Fort Henry in the attack on the 6th of Feb- 
ruary, 1862, and also at Vicksburg, July 22, 
1862. He claimed the founding of the present 
light-bouse system, and was the designer of 
the iron-clads Essex, Fort Henry, and Choc- 
taw.

Bishop Clark, of Rhode Island, made the 
openiDK prayer. 

Mr. Collamer, reported from the Committee 
on Post-offices and Post-roads the Hou3e bill 
to establish ocean steamer service between 
Brazil and the United Suites, with an amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Wilkinson desired farther to anend, 
and not having his amendment prepared, 
asked that the subject be laid over. Ajrreei to. 

Mr. Wade, from the Committee of Territo- 
ries, reported a bill to amend the enabling at 
for the people of Nevada. The hill changes 
the term of election in Nevada to the seond 
Tuesday in September. The bill was p«se'. 

Mr. Howe addressed the Senate at some 
length in support of the bill to pay Wiscon- 
sin 5 per cent, of the grant of lands made to 
her in 1838. 

The national currency bill came in order, 
and tbe Senate proceeded to act upon the 
amendments heretofore adopted in committea. 

Mr. Sumner presented a substitute for the 
committee's amendment to the national bank 
bill increasing the tax on circulation to one 
per cent on deposits to half of one per cent, 
and on capital stsck, beyond the amount in- 
Tested in United S'Ates bsnds, to half of on? 
per cent each half year, after January, 1864. 

The clause in the bill affecting the Bank 
of Commerce was, on motion of Mr. Sher- 
man, amended, so as to alloy the Comptroller 
of currency to close its affairs, when its capi- 
tal shall be less than lire millions and its 
surplus less than twenty per cent. 

The Senate adjourned. 

BOUSE. 

The Honee went into committee of the 
whole on the special order to revise the bill to 
reimburse Pennsylvania for expenses incur ed 
in calling out troops to repel invasion. 

Mr. Cox, of Ohio, offered an amendment to 
the section appropriating $150,000,000 to de- 
fray the expenses of calling out volunteers, 
militia, and minute men in Pennsylvania and 
other loyal States to repel rebel invasion. 

Mr. Gat field said this subject was before the 
Committee on Military Affairs, who had re- 
quested the War Department to give them all 
the fads. The committee were daily expect- 
ing a full report on the various classes of 
claims. It was necessary to have all the tic s 
before the House could take intelligent action. 
He hoped, therefore, that the amendment cf 
his colleague would not prevail. 

Mr. Smith, of Kentucky, asked why the 
money should not be appropriated now; there 
was not in the War Department, or elsewhere 
in Washington, any evidence of the number 
of days for which the various classes of men 
had been called out. These facts were to be 
det*i mined as the cases arrive. 

Mr. Garfield replied that the Secretary of 
War says there is a large mass of papers from 
all of these States, which he is now collect- 
ing for all parties. It is the intention ef the 
Militaiy Committee to introduce a bill pro- 
viding lor a commission to sit during tbe re- 
cees, to whom the papers will be referred, and 
artportwill be made at the next session of 
Congrers, then Congress will (•--.•> » the sums 
rire. and can appropriate the money accard- 
irgly. 

Mr. Odell, in response to Mr. Smith, sa'd 
the commission was appointed as to the 
claims of Missouri, and when the report was 
made, and the claims were properly audited, 
Congress made an appropriation to cover tho 
amounts. 

The Committee on Military AffYtrs pro- 
posed to pursue a similar course toward other 
Slates. 

Mr. KiDg, of Missouri, made a few remarks 
to show that the gentleman was mistaken. 

Mr. Odell referred to facts to show that 
$800,000, as the result of the commission, will 
be paid to the Missouri home guard. 

Mr. Blair, of Missouri, said taat tbe home 
guaid of Missouri are now being paid, and 
be saw no difference between the position 
Missouri occupies now and the position she 
occupied before tbis body last December. The 
claims of the Pennsylvania militia were as 
just as tbo e of the Missouri home guard. 

Mr. Garfield said that farms had b.-en de- 
8 rjjcJ, 4c , but the Housj hadconfiaed itself 
t) paying for quartermaster and commissary 
stoies directly taken, and to rases where 
chains tavebi en audited a: dadjulxaUsl, like 
those of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Smith advocated the pending amend- 
ment. He said 93 out of 100 who were called 
out in bis State were taken from tho plough, 
the anvil, tbe shop, and machine works; why 
should there be delay in their payment? 

Mr. Hall explained the reason why a com- 
mission was appointed concerning the Horn) 
Guard of Mis ouri. Tbey had not been mus- 
tered into the serviceof Missouri or the United 
Stntee, but went into the service in defi ince 
i flaw, under a pressing emergency. In tbe 
case dow before them there was no occasion 
fur a commission, for the militia of Pennsyl- 
vania regularly entered the service, and that 
State had produced the proper vouchers. 

Mr. Randall advocated the bill, and paid a 
compliment to the gallantry of the militia cf 
PeLnsylvania. He said he had good author- 
ity lor sayiDg that the recent order of Gen. 
Meade about the insubordinat oa of troops in 
no manner related to the Pennsylvania re- 
serves. The only difference which existed 
between the Government and the reserves was 
as to the date of their muster, which was sat- 
isfactorily settled io tbe manner indicated by 
Mcr-.de to the War Department. Hementioned 
tbis fact in order that tbe common ruoior or 
talk that the military order referred to the 
Pennsylvania reserves might be stopped, and 
the truth known to the country. 

Mr. Stevens made a few remar' 8 to show 
that the claims of Pennsylvania had been ad- 
judicated, and the payment recommended by 
the War Department and endorsed by the 
President when the troops went into actual 
eert ice. 

Mr. Schenck opposed the bill, and said that 

it • ould be b.-tter to appoint a commission to 
ascertain the amount of the claims of all the 
Stiiee-, instead ol taking them np by piec - 
mxol, atid in future to make an appropriation 
for their payment. 

Mr. Whaley pressed the claims of Western 
Virginia. 

Mr. O'Ntill offered an amendment, which 
wa? rejected, proposing to refer all claims of 
the loyal States to three commissioners to ex- 
cmine and ascertain all the amounts due, with 
a vif w to foiuro adjustment. 

Mr. Cos's amendment was rejected by 43 
to 44. 

The committee rose, when the question was 
Bt&'tu on the passage of the bill, which appro- 
priated $700,000 to reimburse individuals and 
institntions, who bad advanced money to pay 
Pennsylvania soldiers called out by the 
President and Governor of Pennsylvania to 
repel invasion in the summer of 1863. 

Mr. Spaulding moved to lay the snvject on 
the table. Carried— yeas 06, nays 60. 

The House then, by two majority, refused 
to lay on the table a motion to reconsider the 
rote by which the bill was defeated. 

Mr. Robicion moved to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill was laid on the table. 

Mr. Spaulding moved to lay Mr. Robinson's 
motion on the table, which was decided in 
the negative by eight msjority. 

Tbe House "then reconsidered the vote by 
which the bill was laid on the table by a vote 
of 67 s; r. a 57. 

Mr. fc'chenck moved to refer the bill to the 
Committee on Military Affairs. 

The motion was disagreed to by 80 to 54. 

Tbe question came up on the passage of the 
bill as piven above, appropriating $700,00 1 
for the Pennsylvania militia, which was 
amene'ed by appropriating $15,000,000 to de- 
tray the expenses of other loyal States in re- 
I elling raids. 

Mr. Morrill moved to lay the bill on the ta- 
ble, wbieh was decided in the negative, by 
jea« 59, nays 78. 

The bill was then passed, by a vote of 71 to 
63. 

Mr. Morrill moved that evening sessions be 
dispensed with until further orders, leaving 
the House to sojourn at such hour as it may 

see fit. 

Mr. Wilson moved that the evenings be de- 
voted to business. 
This was disagreed to, and Mr. Morrill s 

motion was adopted. 

Mr. Gooche, from the Committee on the 
Conduct of the War, made a report on the 
Fort Pillow affair, and moved that 40,000 
copies-*?) printed. 

The House then adjourned. 

Nrw Yo.ti. May 5, 

A STfcial despatch to the Evening Post, 
dated Wesbington the 5.h, Says the Ways and 
M*>a"s Committee had the Legislation bill 
under consideration this morning. A resolu- 
tion will soon be reported from the House 
Printing Committee, authorizing the publica- 
tion of all Congressional documents relative 
to the war. Tney will make three or roar 
large volumes. 

Mr. Sumner supported bis amendment at 
s.tne lergth. Mr. Chandler supported the 
• msrdmmt. Mr. Fessenden replied, sneaking 
against it. 



Washisstos, May 5. 

SecTerary Chase has prepared an amend- 
ment to the barfk bil', which Mr. Sunaer 
will r ffer to-day, taxing the National Bank; 
annually two per cent on circulation, one per 
cent on deposits, and one per cent on the cap- 
ital stock beyond the amounts invested in 
United States stocks. This is all to be applied 
to tbe payment of interest and principal on 
the public debt. The real efl'ate held by 
banks is alone to be subject to State, county, 
or municipal tax. 

General Heiron reports to the authorititB 
that Vidaurri .scaped to Texas at the time of 
tbe occupation ot Monterey bv Juarez. 

The House Committee on Elections has de- 
cided that Mr Blair was not duly elected a 
Member of Congress from Missouri, and that 
his contestant, Mr. Knox, is entitled to the 
seat. 

The Republican has just issued an ettra, 
containing the following important intelli- 
gence: 

"We feel authorized to state, since it can- 
not now afford information to the enemy, 
that the Army of the Potomac has advanced 
toward Richmond, and the struggle for the 
possession of the rebel capital is begun. Our 
army moved on Tuesday ni?ht, and has now 
ciossed the Rapid Ann. The crossing was 
made at Jacob, Culpepper, Germania, and 
United State3 ford», and was effected with- 
out serious opposition. Lee has been com- 
pelled to fall back from his strong position, 
where he has held us at bay all winter. 
Whether he will make a s'.and this side of the 
defences ot Richmond we are not advised. It 
is the opinion of some that he will fight a 
chance battle. Every hour may bring us new3 
of a battle, but we are inclined to tbe belief 
that it will be a fast for Richmond. The reb- 
el capital wiil undoubtedly be flanked and 
invested, should Lee s army occupy its de- 
fences; and we may reasonably hope this 
tme it will fall." 

In the Senate, to-day, Mr. Chandler, from 
the Committee of Commerce, reported a bill 
to prevent smuggling, which provides that 
after tbe first day of Augu3t next all baggage 
and effects of passengers, and all other articles 
coming into the United States from foreign 
countries, shall be inspected, aud if any du- 
rable articles shall be found the trunk, valise, 
or other envelope shall be confiscated. The 
seme provision applies to car or ve-sel, pro- 
vided tbey may be released by the Secretary 
of the Treasury upon the payment of a fine. 

The Secretary of the Treasury his author- 
ized the appointment of additional inspectors 
of revenue for the following districts: Paasi- 
maquoddy, Portland, Falmentb, Boston, Pem- 
bina, Charleston, 8; Sandusky, 1; Cuyahoga, 
Erie, Dunkirk, 1; Buffalo, Crack, 6; Gene- 
see, 2; Niagara, Oewego, 5; Champlain, 4. 
To avoid inspection at the first port of arrival, 
the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
to make regulations for sealing vessels for 
their final destination, and the master or per- 
son in charge is made guilty of felony for sel- 
ling or disposing of goods until inspect, 
and subject to a fine of from $500 to $1,000 
and imprisonment of from 5 to 8 years. Tbe 
informer is entitled to a fourth of the fine col- 
lected, and one-eighth of the net proceeds of 
the sale of tho forfeited vessel. 

The Republican contains the announcement 
of the death of a woman eomloyed in the 
Treasury. Her death is said to have been pro- 
duced by abortion. She recently went to New 
York with a friend, who, it is said, procured 
tbe medicine for her. An investigation is 
now going on in the cass. 

Wasiiinoton, May e. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is notat a 1 
interrupted, but was threatened for a time 
early this morning by seventy mounted men, 
who came in at Piedmont, 28 miles west of 
Charleston, cutting the telegraph wires, burn- 
ing several cars, running a half dozan loco- 
motives off tbe track, and left as suddenlv as 
tbey appe red, in fear of the approach of Kel- 
ly and I ii detachment. 

No tr ns were injuiedor captured, ani all 
trains ,e running regularly. To prevent a ! 
repetit.on of these raids a largo force of Ohio 
volunteers bas repaired to the scene, by order 
cf the Secretary of War and Gov. Brough, 
and tbe road is now safe. 

A gentleman, who arrived here to-day 
from Brandy Station, and who left there last 
n'ght at 7 o'clock, reports up to that time 
that there had been no hostilities. 

Tie following extract is from the report of 
tbe Committee on the Conduct of the War: 
Your committee were instructed to inquire 
only in reference to the attack, capture, and 
marsacre at Fort Pillow, tbey have deemed 
proper to take testimony and reference to the 
o/eratiocs ot Forrest and his command imme- 
diately preceeding and subsequent to that 
horrible trsnsaction. It will appear, from 
testimony taken, that the atrocities committed 
at Fort Pillow were not tbe result of pas- 
sion, excited by tbe heat of conflict, but were 
the results of a policy decided upon and un- 
hesitating announced. Even tbe uncertainty 
of the fate of these officers and men belong- 
ing to the colored regiments, who have been 
taken by the rehels, has failed to convince 
tbe authorities of our government of th ; a 
f ct. The testimony herewith submitted 
must convince the most skeptical that it was 
the intention of the rebel authorities not to 
recognize officers and men of our colored 
regiments as entitled to the treatment accord- 
ed by all civilized nations to prisouers of war. 

Tbe declaration ot Forrest both before and 
after tbe capture of Fort Pillow, as testified to 
by euch of our men as bave escaped after be- 
ing taken by them, contained in various de- 
mands for tbe surrenderor Paducah, Colum- 
bus, and other places, the renewal of the 
massacre the morning after tho capture of 
Fort Pillow, the statements made by rebel 
officers to officeiso f our gunboat who received 
a few survivors at Fort Pillow, all prove mo3t 
c -rc'ivjsively the policy they have adopted. It 
was at Fort Pillow that the brutality and cru- 
elty of the rebels was most fearfully ex- 
h biter". 

Tbe committee detail at length the tak- 
ing of the fort, and then proceed to say: 
There followed a scene of cruelty and murder 
without parallel in civilized warfare, which 
needs but tbe tomahawk and scalping-knife 
to exceed the worst atrocities ever committed 
by savages. The rebels commenced an indis- 
criminate slaughter, sparing neither age nor 
sex, white or black soldiers, or civilians. The 
officers and men seemed to vie with each 
other in their devclish work. Men, women, 
and children, Wherever fouud, were deliber- 
ately shot down, beaten, and hacked with 
sabres. 

Some of the children, not more than ten 
yeats old, were forced to stand up and face 
their murderers while being shot. The sick 
and wounded were butchered without mercy, 
the rebels even enteiing the hospital buildings 
aid dragging them out to be shot, or killing 
them as they lay there, unable to offer the le ast 
resistance. All over the hillside the work of 
murder wa° going on. Numbers of our men 
were collected together in groups and shot. 
Some were shot while in the river, while those 
on the bank were shot and their bodies kicked 
in tbe water, many of them livlog, but una- 
ble to make any exertions to save themselves 
fr^m drowning. 

Some of the rebels stood on the top of the 
bill, a short distance from its side, and called 
to our soldiers to come up to them, and as they 
approached shot them down in cold blood; 
and, if their gons or pistols missed, forced 
them to stand there until they were again pre- 
paid! to fire. 

All round were heard cries of "No quarter, 1 ' 
"Kill the damned negroes," "Shoot 'em 
down." All who asked for mercy wero an- 
swered by the mo3t cruel taunts and sneers. 
Seme were spared for a lime, only to be 
murdered under circumstances of great- 
er barbarity. No cruelty which the 
20st fiendish malignity could deviee 
was omitted by these mtrdtrers. One 
white soldier, who was wounded in the 
leg so as to be unable to walk, was made to 
stand while bi3 tormentors shot him. Others, 
who were wounded and unable to stand up, 
were held up and again shot. ■ One negro, 
who had bean ordered by a rebel officer te 
hold bis horse, was killed by him when he 
remonstrated. Another, a mere child, whuu 
an officer had taken up behind him on his 
borje, was seen by Chalmers, who at once or- 
dered him to put him down and shoot him, 
which was done.

Raising Cabbages asd Tomatoes.— The 
Whole family of the brassica is capable of 
great development. Sc* what splendid varie- 
ties of the cabbage and turnip have been 
brought into use by careful cultivation, to say 
nothing of the cauliflower, the most delicious 
Of them all Perhaps »ome, who, like myself, 
practise gardening on a small scale, would 
like to know how to cultivate this esculent. 
For twenty.fire years I have failed but once to 
raise a supply for my family. There are two 
methods I have practised for starting them, 
cne to plant them in a hill, and the other to 
start them in a rich spot, or in a hot bed, and 
then transplant. Each method has its advan- 
tages. When I transplant, which I am as 
likely to do on a summer day as en any other, 
I pour a little water round the plant and im- 
mediately lay over it a leaf of burdock, rhu- 
barb, or grape, and let it wilt down over the 
leaf and remain there two or three days. I 
then remove them, hoc them, and place a 
platform of newspaper around the plant, which 
may be rapidly done by toaring np pieces 
eight inches square, tearing a slit in one side 
to the centre and placing a little earth on the 
edges. This will keep off the cutworms. If a 
plant turns to a lead color pull it ap and sup- 
ply its place with another. In this way I 
never fail of cabbages, if I don't let the cows 
get in and eat them up ! 

To train the Tomato, knock a flour barrel 
to pieces, take one of the hoops and two of the 
staves, sharpen one end of them, and nail the 
other ends to the opposite sides of tho hoop, 
set it over the plants and drive it into the 
ground. The vine* will hang over the edge 
of the hocp, free from tho ground. Set the 
staves in the next hill at right angles with 
those in the first, and let tho hoops just come 
together and tie them with a string in such a 
way as to support each other. Thus, at a 
trifling expense of time and money, you m iy 
effectually train all your tomatoes. These may 
be little matters, but they will insura great 
cabbages and tomatoes. — N. T. T.

Clay softened down in 
water, and freed from a'l gritty particles, is 
laid, layer by layer, ovt-r the affected part to the 
thickness of akout a line. If it be:omc dry 
and fall off fresh layers arc applied to the cleans- 
ed surface. The irritating secretion is rapid- 
ly absorbed by the clay, and the contact of 
air prevented. The cure thus goes on rapidly. 
This cloy-ointment has a decisive action in 
ca«.es of fietid pcrsj-iration of tho feet or arm. 
pits. A single layer applied in the morning 
will destrow all rdor in the day. It remains 
a long time supple, and the pieces which fall 
off in fine powder produce no inconvenience. 

Green Picki.es. — Dr. Gerard Ar'nk pub- 
lishes in the Rochester Democrat and Ameri- 
can a very sensible article upon tho folly of 
the common practice of greening pickles, and 
tcl's how to detect the coppsr, which ho says 
is "a beaut ful and simple experiment, within 
retch of everybody." It may be conducted 
thus: — Cut a greened pickle into small pieces, 
and put them in a glass of rain water, adding 
ten to fourteen drops of sulphuric acid; put 
the bright b!adc of a knife or any bright steel 
snrfucc in the liquid for twenty-four h->urs, 
and if the pickle contains copper it will be 
found upon the steel blade, as though it had 
been coated by the galvanic process. All 
pickles greened in brass or copper kettles show 
this result. The green color comes from ver- 
digris, which is a deadly poison. The quantity 
usually t ken with pickles does not often kill, 
but it produces disease Sach pickles are 
furnished to our soldiers in largo quantities'. 
Why are they c lcrcd ? Only to please the eye, 
and make them represent green cucumbers. 
A poisonous pickle may be eaten upon a fall 
stomach, it rever bo should be upon an empty 
one. They should never be allowed among 
sanitary stcres. 

Sdhstiiutb for GrsrowDER — Dr. Paul 
Swift, of Havcrford College, Pennsylvania, 
lately discovered that suphnrcted hydrogen in 
carbon, forms a very explosive compound, 
it having blown a hole through a thick oaken 
bench, upon which the first experiment was 
tried. The carbon being placed under a re- 
ceiver imbibes from <M to 100 times its bulk 
of sulphurcted hydrogen, and becomes very 
explosive. The doctor, aided by Dr. Robot 
Chase, of New York, is now pursuing a 
course of experiments which have thus far been 
eminently successful. They aro confident of 
having founda substitute for gunpowder, which 
can be manufactured at less than half the cost 
of the article now in nse. 



Grape Cclti re. — At a recent mcsting o 
the Rhode IsUud Agricultural Society, the 
question of native grapes coming up for con- 
sideration, Mr. C F. Phillips spoke of the 
Delaware as tho mo,t desirable variety for 
cultivation here. It ripens almost as early as 
the Concord and Hartford Prolific, excels the 
Catawba in abundance of saccharine matter, 
as a table grape has no native superior, a id 
always finds a ready sale at a higher price than 
other varieti' s. 

Mr. A. W. Godding indorsed the Delaware, 
which he said possessed three feature* of ex- 
cellence — flavor, thin skins and small seed and 
pulp. Itfiuits three weeks earlier than the 
Isabella. 

Mr Levi Mr,ealf also spoke approvingly of 
the Dclawtrc. He referred also to the Union 
Village, reported by Dr Chapin to be a good 
fruit, with large berry, twoweighing 1 J ouac:s. 
The Ribecca is a pretty grape ot fair flavor. 

Mr. Jonathan Battcy gave a very interejt- 
ing arcoui t of his mode of tieating vines in 
the Lake Cimmplain val'ey, two hundred miles 
ncrth of this latitude. The season being so 
short there, he was led to so<-k some means of 
hastening maturity. This he accomplished by 
ihcproc.ss known as ringing the vino*, the 
result of which he thinks is unsa i factory on 
native vines only whera improperly dr.ne. 
Foreign grapes will not hear tho treatment. 
Ho would take eff the ring of birk when the 
fruit was nb ut one-third its natural size, the 
vine being then in its most vigorous growth, 
and it would heal over and continue healthy. 
The width of the ring should be proportioned 
somewhat to the vigor of tbe vine — he should 
ssy usually about one-third the character of 
the cane. By this means ho had grown Isa- 
bellas that had been taken by good judges to be 
Black Bamburg8. 

Mr. Joseph II. Bourn gave an account of 
the experim nts in cultivating foreign grap 's 
and tkiir abandonment, and treated tho origin 
of the varieties ct native that have proved mc- 
ccsbful. The vines should be set upon a south- 
ern exposure, a granite or limestone soil bcin; 
always good, particularly if it be new. Tho 
best cul'ivatiors rely upon vogct nbles morcly. 
Asagencral rule the best timstophnt is in tie 
fall ; but if the soil is cold, the v. n -s should be 
put out in the Spring. The best time to prane 
is just as soon as tho lcavos fall, with a secon- 
dary pruning in tho spring. 

I From tho New York Observer.} 
Roads Auoct the ConNTnr. — Now is the 
time (in the early spimg) when the frost leaves 
the ground, and iu the autumn when rain 
lcostns tho soil, to work on the roads to tho 
best advantage ; aDd as I have long since satis- 
fied myself that to have any good thing in 
the country we must have !he ladies interes cd; 
and as I will readily and h' mostly admit that the 
farmer's wi r c is tho indirect(but real) mnniger 
of all the improv. men's that add to the bcau y 
and desirabl nc»s of the rural districts, — of 
course the ladi -s will not be surprised that I 
appeal to iheru to take an iutoreot in tho im- 
provemcn s of the roads. 

As the farmer's wife perhaps does not see 
how sha can perform her part, I advise when 
the road-master of tho district calls out your 
worthy husband to work out his regular tax 
upon the road, do n:.t allow him to pay the 
tax, but "start him out'' with teams and farm 
hands to work out upon the road his propor- 
tion of tax. (If ;very farmer shirk the duty 
and pay his tax, there is no work, or if any, 
half doBe, upon tho road, and consequently al- 
ways wanting repair.) And before tho road- 
masUr lcuv\s tho road, see that he provides 
you with an unobstructed foot-walk, that you 
arc not obliged to b.ukc yoursedf to the fields 
whenever ^ou desire to reach your neighbor 
without soiling your skirts with the dust and 
dirt of the road. You can forbid the farm 
hands' slovenly practice of throwing brusl, 
field refuse, and trash by the roadsiia, not only 
being unsightly about jour dwelling and fur- 
nishing a hidinif place for animals that annoy 
you in jour garden, but obstructing tho drain- 
age of the road. 

A good country road is not only a positive 
pecuniary advantage to the farmer, but is 
sought a'ter by every lover of hordes, who will 
often drive a disttnee from the old road that 
he may enjoy a clean drive over a fine road ; 
and if the over-ambitious, c ti-rprising wife, 
who from necessity is living off from tho main 
road, only realized how much it would relieve 
the monotony ot her country life to sec th. 
gay tuin-ouw, new faces, fast driving and 
amusement a good road before her nous j woul I 
afford, she would never cease troubling her 
husband till he worked out his tax, and more 
too. And as the lad c are not entirely indif- 
ferent but justly p'eased with the compliment- 
ary remaiks »t f in-toes riding past their rural 
home, they should know also that a handjomx 



well -constructed road, nicely fenced and skirt- 
ed with ornamental trees is a sure indication of 
the prosperity and progressive spirit of those 
living on the road. 

In constructing and keeping in repair the 
country road, the district road-master must 
understand and act upon certain principles, 
viz: 

1. He »ust depend upon the native soil 
mainly. 

2. So long as he can pre>crvc the road in a 
dry condition, it will bear any woight without 
sinking. 

8. If the most serious drawback and wear 
of the road is water, acting, when frozen, 
like gnnpowdor in rending and bursting the 
road materials ; a thaw produces equally in- 
jurious results, as mud, acting as a sponge to 
retain and perpetuate its bad effects. 

The nature of the ground, source of mate- 
rials, comparative expense, Ac., is to be con- 
sidered. A properly constructed road, any 
teamster will admit, should be as nearly level 
as possible ; as saving much repair, and fur- 
nishing less temptation to follow in the middle 
track ; besides preventing the sliding, jtwistin*, 
and grinding of the carriage wheels, so disa- 
greeable on the convex road. 

If the road be high in the middle, every 
teamster will take the crown of the road where 
his wagon can stand upright, thus forming 
ruts on the ridge, whore water continually 
stands — and, if frozen, it is painful to ride 
over these ruts. Still, a perfectly level road 
cannot always be the easiest for for the horse, 
for the reason that the draught is always the 
same on the animal, and one set of mmcles is 
exercised only ; wherea«, a road with here a 
gentle acclivity, and there a declivity, d oos 
not fatigue the team as much. The horse, on 
the slight ascent, has one of his powers called 
into action ; on the descent another; so per- 
haps it is fair to conclude that the muscular 
powers of tho animal are exercised alternately. 
Still, it is difficult to satisfy some that a horse 
should be more fatigued on a road uniformly 
level, than he would ascending heights and 
descending hollows. Nevertheless, it is sus- 
ceptible of anatomical demonstration, that the 
Jlexor and extensor muscles of the animal act 
alternate/;/ upon the ascent and descent. 

With regard to tho breadth of our country 
roads, wc must bear in mind that a wide road, 
independently of tho safety, exposes more sur- 
face for evaporation and rapid drying, and is 
never worn into ruts in the middle. Sido or 
surface drains should bo made, to cut off all 
springs and be of sei vice to the road in time of 
tbaw, and kept open. A variety of expedi- 
ents have been resorted to by English engin- 
eers in the constructions to prevent the wear 
of roads in the country, axletrees of ditTernt 
lengths being constructed, so that the hind 
wheels follow either within or outside the 
forcwhccls, snd various machines have been 
contrived for scrapiog, — an operation nnivcr. 
sally necessary to keep the roads in good or- 
der. Hand scrapers are commonly used, but 
are far inferior to a machine (road scraper) in- 
vented by Prof J. Wilkinson, the founder of 
tho first Agricultural College in the United 
States. This simple but very effective ma- 
chine I have used with great satisfaction in 
making snd repairing roads— tho body of the 
machine being made of a solid piece of oak 6 
feet in length, 9 inches wide, and B inches 
deep in front, the bottom levellod off to G inches 
in the back ; an iron plate i inches in width by J 
inch thick bolted on the front of the body, witn 
4-inch bol's running through the body, aid 
fastened by nuts on the back. Tais plate acts 
as the knife, scraping and cutting the ground 
level. Two wheel*, with handles, and attach- 
ed to the back of the implement, so that it 
may be raised at will, throwing the dirt in the 
road or frcm it. The wheels, acting as levers 
to guide tho machine, tarn it to the right or 
left, raise or lower it ; so you can deposit the 
earth accumulated where and when you phase. 
The horses are attached to a pole, 12 feet long 
and 4 inches square at the body, the driver 
standing npon the machine. This most use- 
ful road grader and scraper cancasily be mado 
by any wheelwright in the country, and Prof. 
Wilkinson will never prevent any farmer or 
read-master making use of his invention or 
paten*, which has taken prizes at the Annual 
State Fairs as tho best machine of the kind 
known. The scraping machine) used about 
the ccun'ry on the roads aro entirely useless, 
and, while every other implement has been 
thrown aside tor an improved one, the old 
road scraper is used still ; and I have no hope 
of seeing finer roads about the country unless 
the farmers' wife will take the matter in her 
own hands. v B. F. S. 

Manure*. — At a recent Massachusetts Leg. 
isatire Agricultural meeting the subject discuss- 
ed was Manures and their applications. 

Mr. Wetherell was called upon to open the 
discussion, and proceeded to speak of tho waut 
of economy among farmers in saving the fer- 
tilizers of the barn-yard. More than one half 
of them he maintained are ordinarily wasted. 
Tills is bud economy. He spoke ot the impor- 
tance of superphosphate as a fer ilizer in addi- 
tion to the manure heap. He urged iipm 
important to farmers that it is as provide for the 
feeding of plan's as it is for tho feeling ol ani- 
mals. The manure heap is the farmer's treas- 
ury. - 

The ploughing in of clover as a green man- 
ure was recommended. He gave an experi- 
ment of feeding turnips on the ground 
with sheep as compared with tho effect 
of the turnips unfed, but suffered to de- 
compose on tho soil. In the latter ca=e the 
following crop was bet'er than where the crop 
was fed off by sheep. He said the man who 
will devise an unobjectionable method for sav- 
ing the city sewape and thus enable farmers to 
rtturn it to their farms will bo entitled to the 
credit of being a benefactor of tho Common- 
wealth. He said too much labor had b.cn ex- 
pc nded in carting loam to barn-yards for com- 
posting purposes. As an absorbent it is use- 
ful jbtyond this he wou'd not go. 

Mr. Capen, of Dorches cr, alluded to the 
wsste of the fertilizers of our cities tarou;h 
the sewers. He inquired as to the modo of sav- 
ing them, deeming it a subject wortby ot con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Davenport of Cokra : n urged the im- 
portance of saving manures on the f»r.n, h.: 
believing that one- half is ordinarily lost for 
the watt of means to save it. He preferred 
buying animal manure when he can do it, as 
he had done, at a dollar a load. Ho spoke 
favorably of ashes on some land, but on his 
he i .'.i'd never sec any effect. Ashes arc 
voi tii a shilling a bushel. He bit found 
guanouscful. Hog manure he had founl bc-t 
for corn. He thought much of the plant-food 
is derived from tho atmosphere. Ho did not 
bilicvo in ploughing in green crops. Super- 
phosphate did well in his town. 

Mr. Scuddcr spoke of manuring with com that 
had been spo led by fire. Ha foan 1 it a very 
excellent f'eitdizer. He rocommended super- 
phosphate as a good supplemental manure to 
the barn-yard. He deemed this bet i.r than 
guano.

General Orders, No 6. 

To enable the Military Railroads running 
trom Nashville to supply more rally the armies 
in the field, the following regulations will 
hereafter be observed: 

I. No citizen nor any private freight what- 
ever will be transported by the railroads, save 
as hereinafter provided. 

II; Officers travelling under orders, or on 
leave of absence, sick or rarloughed soldiers 
departing from or returning to their regi- 
ments, and small detachments of troops, will 
be transported on the orders of Post Com- 
manders, of Brigadier-General Andrew John- 
son, Military Governor of Tcnneswe, or of 
the commanding officer of either of the De- 
partments of the Ohio, the Oamherland, or 
the Tennessee, or of the Military Division of 
the Mississippi. Bodies of troops will sot be 
transported by railroads when it is possible 
for them to march, except upon the order of 
the commanding officer of some one of the 
Military Departments above anmed. Civil 
employes of the various Staff Departments 
will be transported on the order of the Senior 
and Supervising Quartermaster, Department 
of the Cumberland, at Nashville, Tuna., or 
of the commanding officer of either of the 
Military Departments above named. Em- 
ployes of the Railroads will be transported 
on the order of tho Superintendent or Chief 
Knrriceer of the Railroads. 

III. No citizen will bo allowed to trnvel on 
the Railroads at all, except on the permit of 
the Commanding Officer of one of the three 
Military Departments, or of the Military Di- 
vision of the Mississippi, and when their trans- 
portation will not prevent that of SVAJ Army 
supplies, of which the proper officer of tne 
Quartermaster's Department will be the judge. 

IV. Express Companies will beallowedone 
car per day each way, on each Military Koad, 
to carry small parcels for soldiers and ftfSoeraj 
One car per day more on each road, for Sutlers' 
Goods and Officers' Stores, may be allowed by 
the Senior and Supervising Quartermaster at 
Nashville, at his discretion; these ears to be 
furnished by the Express Companies and at- 
tached ta the Passenger Trains. When a suS- 
cient snrplu3 of stores has been accimrdatud 
at the front, the Senior and Supervising 
Quartermaster aforesaid may increase tbis ai- 
allowance, bnt not before. 

V. Stores exclusively for officers' meioos in 
very limited quantities, after due impaction 
by the Inspecting Officer at Nashville, Tens., 
of Sutlers Goods, and all privato Stoies, 
shipped to the front, will be passed free on 
the several roads, on the order of tho Senior 
and Supervising Quartermaster, Dcparttneit 
of the Cumberland, at Nashville, T- . 

VI. Horses, Cattle, or other live stock, will 
not bo transported by Railroad, except on tho 
written order of the Commanding General of 
the Military Division, or of one of the 'i . i- 
tary Departments. 

VII. Trains on their return trips will 
lowed to bting up private freight, wiis.i lire 
shipment thereof does not interfere with the 
frdf working of the Roads, of whi ' I 
nior and Supervising Quartermaster at Nash- 
ville will be thejndge. 

VIII. Provost Marshals have nothing to do 
with transportation by Railroads. .Their 
passes merely mean, that the bearer cm c;o 
from one point to another named in the! 

but not necessarily by rail. The Railroads 
are purely for Army purposes. 

IX. When the Rolling Stock of the Rv.l- 
roads is increased, or when a due ac^urno Iv 
tion of stores has been made at the front, in- 
creased facilities may be extended to Passen- 
gers and Private Freight, of which duo not! e 
will be given. Until that timo, oitizenc and 
Butlers must -no wagons. 

X. Until the Railroad Is relieved, all Mili- 
tary Posts within thirty-five milee ol 
Tills, and twenty miles of Stevenson, Brl 
port, Chattanooga, Huntsville, and Loudon, 
mnst haul their stores by wagons. 

XI. The General Manager of the R lilroada, 
and his duly-appointed Agents and Condapt - 
ors, Will control the trains, and will be au- 
thorized to call on every pawsnger for his or- 
ders for transportation by Railroad, that they 
may be returned to the General HailagGr cr 
Superintendent The Military Guard will en- 
force good order, and sustain the Agents and 
Conductors »f the Roads in their rightfal au- 
thority, but will report any mismanagement 
or neglect of duty through their officers to 
these Headquarters. 

XII. Until other arrangements are r-crfoct- 
ed, Commanding Officers, on tbe request of the 
Railroad Managers, will furnish de' ills for 
providing wood or water at such points as 
may be necessary to supply the Trains. By 
command of Majur-General W. T. Shksmaw.
